21. (currently amended) A method of treating a mammal affected by inflammation, comprising 
administering a therapeutically effective amount of one or more compounds accord ing to claim.

22. (currently amended) A method of removal of human antibodies comprised of circulating 
blood or other physiological fluid through an apheresis column, wherein one or more compounds 
according to claim [[1]] 25 are covalently linked either directly or with an organic linker to an 
insoluble support material which constitutes part of said apheresis column such that at least some 
free antibodies and/or antibody-antigen immune complexes are bound thereto; and returning at 
least some said blood or other physiological fluid, wherein at least some human antibodies have 
been removed therefrom, to a patient from whom said blood or other physiological fluid was 
obtained.
